■ NAZ!SA! IN DEFEAT 
The nazl political pliliosophy. compound- 
ed ol tllatortlons, lies, opportunism and tcr 
rorlsm. flourished In a fertile soli when things 
were going well for the nazl war machine. But 
it required vJcIorJes lo Justify lis violent 
j measures because It was less s way of living 
than a blueprint lor conquest, a means to- 
ward a violent end. 

Now those victories are not forthcoming. 
Tlic soil which nourished nazlsm has been 
' invaded. And suddenly It Is apparent that the 
I nazl philosophy nnd those who created it aro 
i utterly incapable ol coping with defeat, 
i Recent pronouncements of Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels and Labor Leader Ley 
would be amusing If thoy did not create the 
' uncomfortable Impression that the German 
notion Is In the hands ol madmen. Ooebbels 
tells the Germans that "he who fights with 
least regard for losses haa the most chance of 
winning." Ley tells them that It Is well that 
they arc no longer winning, for "the Intoxi- 
cation ol victories in all quarters of the globe 
was distracting," 

There has been more of the same from 
these and others. And Hitler, ol course, has 
been gibbering increasingly fantastic prom- 
ises of ultimate victory without even attempt- 
ing to baclc them up with a semblance of 
- logic. 

Perhaps the maddest of all stories concerns 
Hitler's plans for a new capital after the 
war. The story comes from Stockholm. Is 
credited to neutral and competent Informants, 
nnd Is said to have been dlscujsed seriously 
m high nozi circles. Against the background 
of other recent nazl utterances, It seems cred- 
ible. 

Hitler, the story goes, has abandoned the 
Idea of keeping the postwar capital In Ber- 
lin, for Berlin Is too shattered to rebuild. So 
ho plan^ to move It to Hamburg. Of course 
Hamburg can't be rebuilt, either. So he would 
move Hamburg down river to where Cux- 
haven now stands. He doesn't Bay what would 
become of Cuxhaven. Perhaps It would be 
moved to Berlin. 

At any rate, that is his reported plan, And 
on the banks of the Elbe he would erect a sta- 
tue of a "Goddess of Liberty" to welcome ship- 
loads of "oppressed Bolshevik and Jew-ridden 
American passengers. 

It Is almost Incredible that the leader of 
a nation now fighting a losing battle for Its 
present guilty life could delude himself Into 
pottering about with this impossible dream. It 
Is almost incredible that his fantasies could he 
listened to and repeated by his followers. 

It Is almost Incredible, but not quite. For 
it is not unreasonable that a man of Hitler's 
mcntahty should flee headlong from reality 
when he could no longer cope with It, Hitler 
knows he will never reconstruct the German 
capital. He knows that If Germany ever erects 
a Goddess of Liberty It will not celebrate the 
Hitler concept of "Liberty." 

Yet like a cl^Ud, or even more like a fool, 
he seeks to dodge approaching disaster by 
refusing to recognize lis approach. Even If 
one doesn't believe the Stockholm story, there 
la evidence to support that statement. 



SUFFIXITIS 



A living language, we suppose, must change 
and develop to remain healthy. But we've 
noticed a couple of recent threatening trends 
In the American branch of the English lan- 
guage which, while perhaps healthy, do little 
to beautify, simplify or enrich "our native 
speech. 

The wartime vogue for -ce suffixes, like dis- 
chargee and returnee, has already been noted 
and deplored. Now comes a radio announcer 
talking about the "stonders-by" at some 
function, followed the next day by a news- 
papor story about the "lookers-on" expected 
at the San Francisco conference. 

We can't figure why the ancient and preva- 
lent custom of prefixing prepositions to nouna 
- (a heritage of English's Latin and Saxon an- 
cestors) Is now being reversed, with such tor- 
tured results. Perhaps someone felt the need 
for distinguishing the bypassers of General 
Patten's third army from the ordinary pass- 
ers-by, and the Idea spread from there. 

-We've -always-found- passers-by- awkward 
and uncomfortable, and have usually man- 
aged to bypass the word. We don't like etand- 
crs-by or lookers-on any better. And we hope 
that the would-be lifters-up of our language 
■will soon be busying themselves with some- 
thing else.

Thus, people fortunate enough to have acctis to 
these producers can probably obtain tor more tlian 
the official nil pounds. Their yearly total may run 
to IBO or 176 pounds. The main sufferers wlU be the 
Inhabitants of cities on the west and east coasts, 
whose quota may fall to SO poimds or less. 

Unfortunately (or Ihe war effort, this discrepancy 
will become more marked and (ell as beef, lamb and 
pork gradually disappear from large Industrial centers 
In tho areas that are geographically out of luck.

But unless we are prepared to condemn to death all 
members ot the Japanese race, merely because they 
members of that race, one coimol JustUy banlsh- 
otl cltlcens of Japanese ancestry, the loyal with 
disloyal, from this republic which professes de- 
votion to democracy. It It necessary to respect the 
rights of loj'al persons of Japanese ancestry who are 
American clUuns by birth It we are to respect the 
constitutional bin.agalnit discrimination aolely on 
the basis of color or parentage.
